And heere give me leave tonote unto the World, 
what a deale of comfort ſhe found, after ſhee had dis- 
burdned her loaded conſcience by confefſion, becing 
demaunded art the ſame inftant of her death ,. yea, or 
nay ; that after ſuch her confeſſion, ſhee was by itthe 
better prepared unto death, with comfort, and willing-- 
neſſe to ſuffer the ſame : Shee thus ron wi:h harty 
thankefulnefſe unto God, that ſhee had better reſoluti- 
ons unto death, then formerly ſhe had, and by hercoun- 
renance, which was very ruddy confirmed ker inward 
new begorten chearfulneſſe , and that with harty pray- 
er, and ſweet tone of voice, ſurrenderd her ſoule into 
the hands ofthe Lord 1eſw, whe will have mercy on 
whom he will have mercy, unto whom wee all ftand
